Mr. Chow Choong-ling, or,: a3 
ho is known to his ..Hongkong 
friends, the Hon. Mr. Chow Shou- 
son, now knighted, was born in 
Hongkong 65 years ago, After 
his early education in China, he 


‘Twas sent by the Chinese Govern- 
Ament .n 1873 to Amoricn, 


where, 
after several. years, he entered 
the Columbia University, New 
York, as one of the Government 
students.’ “On returning to his 
native land he received, in 1881, 8 
Government ‘appointment on a de- 
putation to Korea to assiat In the 
establishment of Korean Customs. 
He remained: in this service for 
about 10 years; after which he 
wns transferred by Yuan Shih- 
kai, late President of China, to 
the Consular service. 
time Yuan was the Ministor Resi- 
dent ‘in Korea, and held that post, 
with Mr. Chow as ‘one of. his as- 
aistants, until the outbreak of the 
Sino- Japanese War not ‘ 


Chow then left for China, 
Pe ites occupying, various offi- 
cial positions, he became manag- 
ing director of ‘the China Steam 
Navigation Company in Tientsin. 
He hdld that post for x number of 
years, and was then appointed 
managing director of the Peking- 
Mukden Railway. 
he was in this highly responsible 
position, and on his relinquishing 
it he was the recipient of 2 most 
gratifying testimonial from the
